The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus such as one that does not need control circuitry or one 
that does not have to have subdermal ly located electrodes, but use only a power source 
to supply a DC current and external electrodes. 

The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus such as one that does not need a time dependant 
variation in surface charge signal, such as a apparatus that uses a constant DC voltage 
that is not time dependant. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus such as one that does not vary in potential, such as an 
apparatus that uses a constant DC voltage. 

5. Inventions I and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another 
materially different process that does not require subdermal implantation of electrodes 
or minimizing encapsulation using external electrodes or used for cell migration. 
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6. Inventions II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
a time dependant signal. The subcombination has separate utility such as being used 
as a stent or any device that has a contacting surface that does not have any 
electrodes. 

7. Inventions II and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because combination does not require a 
time dependant variation in potential. The subcombination has separate utility not 
requiring subdermal implantation of the electrodes, such as a cell migration device 
utilizing surface electrodes, 

8. Inventions V and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
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806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
control circuitry. The subcombination has separate utility such as not requiring a 
subdermally implanted device and electrodes associated with said device, instead the 
device can be external and can be used to rebuild tissue. 

9. Inventions IV and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
a surface charge. The subcombination has separate utility not requiring electrodes or a 
variation in potential, such as a stent. 

10. Inventions V and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
a surface charge. The subcombination has separate utility not requiring electrodes or a 
power source, such as a stent.
